Carolina) are there established such 
Institutes. Now this state will be 
able, through the work at the uni- 
versity, to care for Us own patients. 


The Importance of the Institute Is 


recognized when It is understood that 
the treatment is prictlcally infallible, 
statistics having been collected which 
prove that, In cases where persons 
bitten by mad dogs or other animals 
hiving the disease have applied the 
Pasteur treatment promptly, cure was 
certain.
